ORCHIDS EASY TO GROW 


Should Be Potted In 
Peat 
Or Moss 


And Get Plenty Of Air. 


Boston Herald: There is an idea that 


onlv the rich can afford orchids. That 
is a mistake. A well shaped, thrifty or- 
chid plant in bloom may be 
had 
for 


about $:!. Its blossoms will last longer 
than those on 'a ?'20 azalea, and when 
they are gone the plant will be in better 
condition than the azalea. 
Of course, 


for the owner of a small greenhouse or a1 


sunny window the varieties of orchids 
she can grow to advantage are compara- 
tively limited,, though such a 
list 
in- 


cludes some of the showiest and most 
bountiful specimens. First on the list 
is the popular lady slipper, which does, 
well in u sunny window or i ^reenhousc. 
Tho Coclogyne cristata is rated among 
orchid growers as the best white variety, 
each blossom being four or five inches 
across. 
It can stand a temperature of 


4(1 degrees, and is one of the best and 
easiest grown of orchids. 
Good ffower- 


ing plants of this variety are not costly, 
and alter the blossoms are gone a. plant 
can lie kept in a house window, where it 
will thrive and be ready to produce an 
incroiused number of flowers next season. 
Those blossoms will last, cut or uncut, 
at. least two weeks. 
There are many 


other varieties equally desirable for win- 
dow culture which any good dealer will 
point out to a purchaser for the asking. 


Potting is really the only unique fea- 


ture in orchid culture. Aside from this, 
orchids should be treated about as other 
window plants are. The standard pott- 
ing materials are peat- and mo&s, which 
hold the neccsi-nry moisture for the pro- 
per length of time. 
Baskets or some 


other open receptacles are always used, 
because it i.- necessary to admit plenty 
of air to tho roots. That is orchid cul- 
ture in a nutshell, so you can we that 
there is nothing too difficult for the win- 
dow gardener.
